DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 14-27 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 14 
recites, inter alia, "the printed circuit board is flexibly supported in the housing part by the 
electrical contact elements; a plurality of elastically deformable segments arranged on parts of 
lengths of the electrical contact elements not inserted into the contact openings; and a plurality of 
damping elements via which the printed circuit board is joined at least indirectly to the housing 
part". 

The art of record does not disclose the above limitations, nor would it be obvious to 
modify the art of record so as to include the above limitations. 

Although Oshima et al (U.S. 5,444, 297) discloses an electronic device comprising a 
printed circuit board is flexible supported in the housing by the terminals, and Asao (U.S. 
6,325,642) discloses an electrical connection box comprising resin blocks, they do not disclose 
the above-mentioned limitations.
